Cougars  Rally  Tops 
Montana  Bid,  19-7

Two  fourth  quarter  touchdowns  engineered  by 
sophomore  fourth-string  quarterback  Dave  Kim- 
ball gave  Brigham  Young’s  determined  Cougars  a 
hard-fought,  19-7  victory  over  Montana  Saturday 
in  Y Stadium.  A happy  Homecoming  crowd  of 
7,197,  including  faithful  who  didn’t  go  deer  hunt- 
ing, looked  on. 

A few  million  television  viewers  in  11  western 
states  also  saw  the  fracas. 

Coach  Chick  Atkinson’s  game  Cougars,  with 
sophomores  doing  most  of  the  work,  outrushed, 
outpassed,  and  outplayed  the  Grizzlies.  BYU  roll- 
ed up  281  yards  on  the  ground  to  Montana’s  89, 
90  yards  in  the  air  to  MSU’s  52,  and  22  first 
downs  to  their  opponents’  seven. 

The  game’s  turning  point  came  in  the  third 
quarter  when  the  Cougars  refused  to  roll  over 
and  play  dead  after  Montana’s  fancy  scatback, 
Dick  Imer,  broke  off  tackle  for  a 55-yard  touch- 
down run.  Montana  tad  taken  the  ball  on  its  own 
20-yard  line  and  marched  to  its  45.  Imer  broke 
loose,  and,  with  the  aid  of  a beautiful  downfield 
block  on'  the  Cougar  15,  went  all  the  way. 

The  versatile  5-6,  170  pounder  then  booted  the

Politicos  Avoid  UMT  by  Sieve  Hale 


In  speeches  of  congressional  can- 
didates in  next  week’s  election 
the  vital  problem  of  Universal 
Military  Training  is  being  care- 
fully avoided.  This  problem  is 
being  avoided  because  it  has  not 
become  a party  issue. 


Cadre  would  be  drawn  from  a' 
standing  army  of  career  soldiers 
art  a professional  pay  scale. 

UMT  would  produce  splendid 
esprit  de  corps.  The  Turkish  ar- 
my, operated  on  a similar  basis, 
is  unparalleled  in  this  regard,  j 


Prospects  of  UMT  becoming  an 
issue  are  doubtful  because  of  its 
sensitive  nature.  Parents  prefer 
letting  their  sons  take  the  chance 
of  being  drafted  rather  than  face 
the  certainty  of  serving  in  the 
armed  forces,  hence  our  legis- 
lators are  satisfied  with  the  stat- 
us quo. 

For  several  good  reasons, 
though,  it  is  possible  that 
U3IT  may  become  an  issue. 

A Gallup  poll  indicated  that 
the  majority  of  Americans 
favor  UMT.  The  armed  ser- 
vices have  shown  wilingness 
to  compromise  with  Con- 
gress. Strong  pressure  groups 
interested  hi  national  secur- 
ity are  seeking  to  influence 
congressmen. 

Universal  Military  Training  is 
needed.  It  would  supplant  a neb- 
ulous, inefficient  system  of  de- 
fense with  a well-defined  and  less 
expensive  military  force. 

With  provisions  for  an  initial 
tour*  of  eight  months  of  active 
duty  o.n  minimum  pay,  an  effec- 
tive reserve  system  can'  be  in- 
itiated. Reserve  status  should  be 
for  life,  with  only  the  blind  and 
mentally  handicapped  exempted 
from  duty. 

Men  should  be  inducted  at 
the  age  of  18.  After  the  eight- 
month  tour  of  active  duty 
officer  candidates  could  be 
trained  in  the  reserve,  ROTC 
programs  or  an  extended 
period  of  active  duty. 


America’s  young  men  are 
plagued  with  the  prospect  of 
being  drafted.  The  draft  in- 
terrupts education  and  de- 
moralizes the  home.  Some 
men  are  drafted;  many  oth- 
ers are  not. 

Universal  Military  Training 
could  greatly  shorten  the  present 
tour  of  active  duty  and  would 
eliminate  the  unfairness  of  ran- 
dom induction  by  the  draft. 

To  be  effective,  UMT  would 
require  revision  of  our  present- 
near-useless  reserve'  system. : 
Technical  schools,  rigid  training 
programs,  and  better  organiza- 
tion would  be  necessary. 

Veteran’s  benefits  for  this 
year  amounted  to  $4,192,000, 
or  6 per  cent  of  the  total 
federal  budget.  This  was  the 
third  largest  item  on  the  bud- 
get. 

The  principle  of  veteran’s  bene- 
fits derives  from  the  fact  that 
some  men  serve  and  others  do 
not.  UMT  would  erase  both  this 
inequity  and  the  important  bud- 
get item. 

President  Eisenhower  has  ex- 
pressed himself  as  being  un- 
equivocally in  favor  of  Universal 
Military  Training.  Should  Con- 
gress assert  itself  on  this  issue, 
UMT  will  have  a chance. 

This  program  would  be  infin- 
itely beneficial  to  the  security 
of  our  nation.  The  future  of  our 
country  is  irrevocably  coupled 
with  the  strength  of  our  military.

Bids  are  expected  to  be  opened 
this  spring  on  two  campus  build- 
ings currently  in  the  planning 
stage,  Ben  E.  Lewis,  development 
and  expansion  director,  announ- 
ced. 

Preliminary  floor  plans  have 
already  been  submitted  for  a 
Family  Life  Building  and  men’s 
residence  halls.  Heads  of  depart- 
ments who  will  be  housed  in  the 
buildings  have  been  meeting  and 
submitting  suggestions  to  Fred 
Markham,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
• versity  architect,  according  to 
Mr.  Lewis. 

Three  stories  of  classrooms, 
laboratories,  and  offices  have 
been  planned  for  the  90,000 
square  feet  Family  Life  Building. 
Mr.  Lewis  pointed  out  that  it  is 
one  and  one  third  as  large  as  the 
McKay  Building.  Occupancy  is 
tentatively  set  for  Fall  quarter, 
1956  by  College  of  Family  Liv- 
ing, School  of  Nursing,  and  other 
departments  to  be  housed  there 
temporarily. 

Built  as  a large  “U,”  the  struc- 
ture will  stand  in  the  present 
North  parking  lot  in  Mne  with 
Smith  Building. 

Residence  halfs  for  800  men 
will  be  built  north  of  campus. . 
Plans  include  four  two-story 
sleeping  buildings,  connected  by 
covered  walks,  with  a central- 
commons,  Mr.  Lewis  revealed'. 
Buildings  will'  be  arranged  around 
a rectangular  patio. 

Commons  plans  list  study  and 
meeting  rooms,  a large  game  and 
recreation  center,  and  a cafeteria 
style  dining  room  with  snack 
bar. 

Commenting  on  over-all  plans 
for  campus  development,  Mr. 
Lewis  stated  that  university 
needs  are  being  used  as  a basis 
for  building,  and'  that  the  pro- 
gram is  moving  ahead  “as  fast 
as  feasible.”

There  used  to  be  a time  when 
all  creatures  of  the  earth  lived 
as  they  pleased,  unburdened  by 
government  or  traditions.

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Farm  Chief  Indicates  Great  Need  for  Spirituality 


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Ezra 
Taft  Benson,  speaking  inform- 
ally in  a pre-follies  program  Fri- 
day .night,  urged  more  spiritual- 
ity and  less  centralization  in  gov- 
ernment, “if  the  country  is  to 
endure.” 

Secretary  Benson’s  talk,  and 
introduction  of  Dr.  Henry  Aldous 
Dixon,  recent  entry  in  Utah  First 
District  Congressional  race,  pre- 
ceded Fieldhouse  Follies,  fast- 
moving  musical  fantasy. 

Stressing  consequences  of  de- 
cline of  public  moral,  Secretary 
Benson  advised  America  to  “raise 
its  sights  above  the  dollar  sign.” 
and  “to  keep  the  country  strong 
socially,  economically,  and  spirit- 
ually.” 


He  urged  the  country  “not  to 
trade  freedom  for  security,  be- 
cause both  may  be  lost.”  He 
warned'  that  visiting  “pioneer 
fathers”  would  already  see  that 
“some  liberties  have  been  abridg- 
ed.” 

After  stating  the  country  has 
gone  “too  far  already”  towards 
abridging  freedoms  through  cen- 
tral control,  he  cited  the  $7.4 
billion  tax  cut  and  the  recent  $11 
billion  reduction  in  federal  spend- 
ing as  proof  of  a “change  in  dir- 
ection” during  the  last  few 
months. 

He  urged  careful  selection  of 
leaders,  and  emphasized  impor- 
tance of  weighing  all  policies 
against  principles  of  the  gospel, 


principles  of  the  constitution, 
council  of  living  oracles,  and  ef- 
fect on  morale  and  character  of 
the  people. 

Dr.  Dixon,  BYU  graduate,  and 
president  of  Utah  State  Agricul- 
tural College  until  he  accepted 
the  Republication  nomination  for 
Congress,  spoke  briefly  on  “char- 
acter” as  a sound  basis  for  edu- 
cation. 

Following  the  speeches,  follies 
cast  took  over  to  roll  musically 
through  a series  of  satires  por- 
traying Homecoming  day  through 
the  eyes  of  an  old  grad.
